Royalty Rate 


Regular royalty rate on 
crown lands within the pro- 
vince will not be affected by 
the high bids offered for 
proved parcels, auctioned by 
the provincial government on 
Tuesday for 70 and 62 per 
cent royalty, Premier Ernest 
Manning assured the oil indus- 
try on Thursday. 


THE PRESENT ROYALTY which 
ranges between 5 and 15 per cent 
or at 12% per cent “takes into 
account the very substantial finan- 
cial risks involved in oil explora- 
tion activities”, he pointed out. “No 
}such risks are involved on crown 
reserves in a proved field.” 

“While the government is anx- 
jous to obtain the maximum 
amount possible from crown re- 
serves for the benefit of the public, 
it is recognized that this should 
not effect the regular royalty rate 
on other crown lands. 

“Future crown reserves will be 
disposed of as and when, and on 
whatever basis may be set by the

2,000,000 Germans to Strike 
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FRANKFURT, Jan. 
(BUP)—Bavarian trade union 
leaders voted unanimously to- 
day to call a general strike 


four of every five employed 
Germans in the province com- 
prising the bulk of the Ameri- 
can occupation zone. 

A 24-HOUR GENERAL strike 
throughout Bavaria was ordered, 
beginning at midnight tonight, in 
protest against food shortages and 
the handling of the problem, Auth- 
orities estimated it would make 
2,000,000 workers idle. 

The strike decision was reached 
at a meeting called to take up the 
situation brought on by friction 
throughout Western Germany over 
food shortages. 

The walkout was expected to ex- 
tend into the Bavarian government 
itself.

Only skeleton staffs for essential 
services were expected to stay on 
the job.

Minister Explains 
Oil Lands Leases 


Crown oil reserves on any field 
in the province, are equal in area 
to those allotted to any company 
where the oil and mineral rights 
are retained by the government, 

This system’ of reserves some- 
times called the “checkerboard 
system,” means that where any oil 
is found on a township in surveyed 
land, the private companies con- 
cerned may take leases on only 50 
per cent of the land, while the 
provincial government retains the 
other 50 per cent for the people of 
the province, 

In surveyed land “checker- 
board” is not a true indication of 
the system, Hon, N, E, Tanner, 
minister of lands and mines, ex- 
plained, The oil company may take 
its half of the township in one 
area or may scatter it all over the 
township, There is a proviso how- 
ever, that no one block reserved by 
a company, shall exceed 16 sections, 

In surveyed areas, the checker- 
board is disturbed by blocks for 
which the oil rights are held priv- 
ately. 

In unsurveyed blocks a company 
makes a reserve of 10,000 acres, 
and the government promptly re- 
serves for itself a neighboring 10,- 
000, Mr. Tanner said 

This is done for a two-fold pur- 
pose: to prevent monopoly of any 
oil area by a single company and 
to obtain for the people of the 
province the greatest possible fi- 
nancial returns 

When a field has been proved, 
and the government believes the 
most advantageous terms possible 
can be received for this land re- 
tained by the people, competitive 
bidding on these crown reserves is 
conducted, it was stated

More Arabs, Jews Die 
In Convoy Attacks

JERUSALEM, Jan. 22.—(BUP)—At least eight Jews, 
13 Arabs and one Pole suspected of being an Arab spy were 
killed today in widespread Palestine fighting featured by 
Arab and Jewish attacks on opposing convoys. 
——<* OFFICIAL REPORTS said seven 
Jews and three Arabs were killed 
when Arabs at Yazour, four miles 
east of Jaffa, attacked a truck 
carrying 10 special Jewish police- 
men riding at the head of a con- 
voy bound for Jerusalem. 

Police said Arabs halted the 
truck at a hastily built road block 
and pulled the Jews to the ground, 
where they were beaten and stab- 
bed to death, The vehicle was 
burned, Seven of the 10 Jews were 
killed but three escaped with 
wounds, 

THE POLICE REPORT said the 
bodies of the slain Jews were drag- 
ged through the streets of Yazour 
and then dumped in an orange 
grove on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage. 

Three Arabs were killed by the 
Jews in this attack, 

Another Jewish convoy bound 
for Tel Aviv was attacked seven 
miles south of Jerusalem, with one

The Walterdale Hill project, 


which will be new pavement from 
109 street and Saskatchewan Drive 
across the 105 street bridge to 97 
avenue is estimated to cost $129,700 
Of which $125,080 will be charged 
against the city at large and $4,620 
against property, 

Paving of 80 street from 115 to 
117 avenues to provide an approach 
to the car barns and trolley bus 
garage will be postponed until 1949, 
if the recommendation of the city 
engineer ig accepted by the com- 
mittee 

OTHER PAVING projects in- 
clude a block strip on 108 street 
from Jasper avenue to 102 avenue 
the cost of which will be $21,900, of 
which $11,305 will be borne by the 
city, and $10,595 by property own 
ers. 

A 320-feet strip on 102 street 
north of 105 avenue, the cost of 
which will be $11,150, with the city 
shouldering $8,550, and property 
owners $2,600 of this cost. Also to 
be done this year is a strip on 107 
street from 103 and 104 avenues at 
a cost of $17,300, of which $9,150 


will be borne by the city, and $8,150 | 


by property owners. A similar pro 
ject is scheduled for 106 street, 

It is proposed also to pave Row- 
land road from 90 to 82 street, from 


82 street to 106 avenue, and from |

PROJECTS TO BE undertaken 
under the Housing Enterprise 
agreement include the paving of 90 
street from Jasper avenue to 106

The total cost of these projects 
is $31,920 of which $6,610 is charge- 
able to the city under the agree 
ment, and $25,310 to Housing Enter 
prise Ltd. 

In the report to the committee it 
is suggested that the 124 street 
project be completed as soon as 
possible in the spring. The string- 
ing of the overhead wire for trolley 
bus operation will be completed 
on 124 street to 118 avenue to en- 
able the lifting of tracks by April. 

When the buses start operating 
through to 118 avenue sufficient 
street cars will be provided to give 
a shuttle service to Calder. 

IT 1S SUGGESTED that when 
bus service is installed to Calder 
that they operate from 124 street 
and 118 avenue west on 118 avenue 
to 127 street and then north, rather 
than following the present track 
The track would be continued in 
use until paving of 118 avenue and 
127 street can be completed, 

Removal of the centre poles on 
Jasper avenue west of 109 street 
to 124 street cannot be undertaken 
until late in the year because of 
difficulty in obtaining material to 
change the street lighting. 

The revision in the overhead 
wiring on 115 avenue east to the 
Fort Road can be completed in the 
spring so that trolley bus service 
can be started on this route and 
the tracks op 114 avenue removed.

He said the British, Americans and 
French will have an exchange of 
views “in a few weeks time.” 

Nevertheless he emphasized RBrit- 
ish eagerness to co-operate with 
the Russians, saying: 

“It is madness to think of any- 
thing else if we are ever going to 
have peace. 

“But the British government can- 
not agree to four-power co-opera- 
tion while one of those four powers 
continues to impose its political 
and economic system on the 
smaller states.” 

THE FOREIGN secretary pro- 
claimed Britain's right to organize 
“kindred souls” of Western Europe, 
saying: 

“Il belleve the time Is ripe for the 
consolidation of Western Europe.” 

Russia's reaction to the Marshall 
plan had unmasked her desire to 


control western as well as Eastern 
Europe, 
“The Marshall program has 


brought to light vividly what must 
have bene under the surface all 
along.” 

“We are not now proposing a 
formal political union with France 
We shall maintain the closest pos- 
sible contacts and work gor ever 
closer unity between our two 
countries, 

“THE TIME HAS come to find 
ways and means t odevelop our re- 
lations with the Beneflux countries 
(Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg.) We rae t obegin talks with 
these countries in close concord 
with our French allies, 

“Yesterday our representatives in 
Brussels, the Hague and Luxem- 
bourg were instructed to propose 
such talks In concord with their 
French colleague, 

“L hope treaties will be signed 
with the Benelux countries making 
with our treaty with France an im- 
portant nucleus in Western Europe. 

“We shall have to associate other 
historic European countries, includ- 
ing the new Italy, in this great con- 
ception 

“Britain cannot stand outside 
Furope and regard our problems as 
quite separate from our European 
neighbors,” 

Evolution of the Yalta decisions, 
Bevin told the House of Commons, 
“reveals a policy on the part of 
the Soviet Union to use every 
means in thelr power to get Com- 
munist control on Eastern Europe 
and, as it now appears, in the west 
}ag well.” 
| “WE HAVE SEEN the game play- 
ed out in Poland, Bulgaria, Hung- 
ary and more recently in Romania 
and, from information in our pos 
session, other attempts may be 
}made elsewhere,” he said, opening 
| the Commons debate on foreign af- 
fairs 

“Yet all the evidence !s that she 
is not satisfied with this tremend- 
ous expansion, 

“It hag been quite clear, I think, 
that the Communist process goes 
j ruthlessly on in each country, It 
therefore matters Little how we 
temporize and appease, and try to 
make arrangements,” 

Bevin added “we are Indeed at a 
critical moment in the organiza- 
|tlon of the post-war world,” 

“The decisiong now taken, I rea- 
lize, will be vital to the future 
peace of the world.” 

BEVIN OPENED the two-day de- 
bate on foreign affairs amid re 
ports that Britain may soon pro-| 
pose a political, economic and mili- 
tary alliance with France, Belgi- 
um, the Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg, A government source said | 
there obviously ig something in the 
Anglo-French-Benelux alliance.” 

Bevin sald the issue with Rus- 
Sia was “not simply the organiza- 
tion of Poland or any country,” but, 
“the control of Eastern Europe by 
Soviet Russia, whose frontiers 
have, in fact, been advanced to 
Stettin, Trieste and the Elbe.” 

He described affairs in Greece 
as “a dangerous situation—it ig a 
case of power politics.” Bevin ac- 
cused Russia of a “ruthless at 
tempt constantly maintained to 
bring that country into the Soviet 
orbit,” 

“WE HAVE BEEN trying to 
leave Greece an independent coun- 
try and get out of it, but we want, 
also, her northern neighbors and 
all others to leave her alone and 
get out of it,” Bevin declared, 

The United Nations have “been 
flouted by the Balkan neighbors 
of Greece,” who repeatedly have 
been accused of arming, training 
and supplying guerillas fighting 
Athens government troops, 

Refusal of Soviet satellites to re- 
cognize United Nations authority | 
involved “a very serious danger 
that they and thelr Soviet mentors 
may make a great blunder. 

“A WOULD ADVISE, in all sol- 
emnity, great care. Provocations 
like this lead sometimes to serious 
developments which we, and I hope 
they, are anxious to avoid,”

Right Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King spoke 
Tuesday evening in Ottawa to the executive 
of the National Liberal Federation and a large 
company of banquet quests. He spoke, 
course, not as Prime Minister of Canada, but 
as the leader of the Liberal party. 
was not the political issues of the day, but the 
position and outlook of the party organiza- 
tion. 

But naturally there was wide and keen 
interest in the address outside the ranks of 
that organization, because of the official 


place Mr. King holds and the fact that he has | 


held the premiership longer than any other | 
man, As the eldest of the nation’s elder 
statesmen of all time and the one who guided 
the country through the greatest of all wars 
with signal distinction, even his words to this 
family gathering were bound to draw the at- 
tention of people of all political creeds, 

The message of the leader was that the 


time has come to hold another national liberal 
convention, composed of delegates duly 
chosen from all sections of the country. The 


convention, Mr. King said, should be held 
some time during the coming summer; and 
should concern itself particularly with or- 
ganizational matters and with the selection 
of a leader to take over the responsibilities 
which advancing years make it improbable 
that he can carry indefinitely. 

This proposal is tantamount to an an- 
nouncement that such a convention will be 
held; such is the moral authority of the vet- 
eran leader over his supporters. The advice 
will be accepted the more enthusiastically be- 
cause it is strictly in line with Liberal pre- 
cedent. Leadership in the party has never 
been hereditary, nor the shaping of basic

Equal Treatment for Indians 


There is a good deal to be said for the 
brief on Indian education presented to the 
Royal Commission investigating child wel- 
fare in Alberta. 

This brief, prepared on behalf of the In- 
dian Association of Alberta, argued that 
Indian children in the province should re- 
ceive educational opportunities equal to those 
afforded white children, 

It would seem to be axiomatic that if In- 
dian children are to receive education at all, 
that education should be complete and com- 
parable in all respects with that given in all 
schools, 


There is, of course, a point of view which | 
holds that the Indian was much happier and | 


healthier in his native and pristine state. If 
that is true and if the Indians, as a body, wish | 


to revert to that state, any education at all | 


is superflous and unnecessary. 
But that is assuming a very great deal. It 
is comparable to 


social status without delay. 


The truth is that circumstances have 


thrown the Indians into the complexities of 


civilization whether they like it or not. They 
must meet and compete with whites in a com- 
mon field. Of their ability to thus compete, 
once they are given a fair chance, there is 
little doubt. There are many outstanding ex- 
amples to prove it. And the necessity for such 
competition is increasing every day. 


Under those circumstances it is no less | 


than just that their children should enjoy 
the same educational equipment as white 
children, 

The Commission's action in regard to 
this matter will be awaited with interest, 


A Fact - - Finding Gurvey 


It is good news to the public that an all- 
party committee of the House of Commons

| that there isn’t any other way, 
delay taking the hard way would only make 
matters worse. 

For six years the governments of all 
countries, on both sides of the battle-line, de 
liberately created scarcity of ordinary con- 
sumer Supplies and discouraged the expan- 
| sion of wealth-producing facilities, in order 
| that possilge ounce material and 
unit of human energy could be devoted to the 
| production of fighting equipment. 

The world is now confronted with the task 
| of catching up these errors of civilian needs. 
What wonder that there are still scarcities 
of food and clothing and other prime neces- 
saries, that prices are high and wage-workers 
clamoring for more pay? If this continent 
has to send billions of dollars worth of newly- 
| produced commodities to Europe, what 
choice is there but to let inflation run riot or 
to adopt some such disciplinary code as Mr. 
Baruch put before the committee at Wash-
